Another of the opportiinlHe.s which 
tho public I'onneets with a university 
education is the acquisition of privi- 
leges and advantages not open to out- 
siders. Tho uvorago n'laii regards u 
unlvei^sily student with ii sort of awe, 
and considers him a siipcrlor being, 
whether or not ho merits It. This 
privilege should be dl.scoanigcd. | 

Professor Hcndcl next gave nn his- i 
torical .summary ot tho development 
of the university. The ancient universi- 
ties consisted ot a grou^i of disciples 
who gathered around u master, study- 
ing Ills' phllosopliy and putting It into 
practice. These disciples 'acted In their 
dally life according to their high prln- 
ciples. Tlio mcdloval eaulvalcnt of tho 
universities ■\vero tho various rellgioiis 
orders formed of men ^slio held high 
Ideals of Justice, and followed these In 
fact. 

This is the tradition which our mod- 
ern universities ought to follow. A 
member of the university should be 
more scrupulous, more oxuctlngr of 
lilmaelf, more just than other persons. 
This can not bo aceompllshcd by lec- 
tures or courscH but continuous offorl, 
by a multitude of good works. 

Only he declared by thus disciplining 
onc-.vcif rigorously In high .standards of 
nionil llfo and soo<l tiiatc will Ilia an- 
cicnl li'udlllon» ho restored lu iho iniU 
vcrRlty, ami only Hius can, our western 
democracies lie navcd.

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The Student Peace 
Movement Presents 
A Platform 

T'*" HE platform of the Student Pe.ico ^:.n•o- ■ 
ment, as presented in Wodnestliy's i 
Daily, is worthy of careful attention. The 
Movement has always been characterized 
by an unfortunate measure of vajrnene.*;s in 
regard to it.* ]iractic.al intontioii.^. The 
problem of world peace is such a vast one 
that one mifrht%vell wonder what a group 
of college .students imagine they can do 
about it. By setting forth a statement of 
policy which is quito reasonably definite, 
the executive of iho Movement will have 
gone a good way towards obt-aining the 
approval and support which their cause 
deser%'es. 

The Movement has two important con- 
cepts. In the first place it is ardent in 
its conviction that war is not inevitable, 
that it can conceivably be brought under 
•control. This conviction may indeed be 
idealistic. Eut ideals can be at least ap- 
proximated. Secondly the Movement be- 
lieves thai it can itself be of practical 
servioe iu helping to bring about the high- 
ly .desirable condition of a warless world. It 
considers that, through organization, it 
can malie itself powerful enough to be 
listened to. even to have an influence on 
Canadian foreign policy. 

This is an exciting ambition. It is by 
no means a vain one. witness the success 
Df similar organizations in Great Britain. 
But it is hopeless, worse than hopeless: 
even dangerous, if it is not founded upon 
an intelligent and above all well-informed 
body of opiiiion. A body of this kind is 
what the Student Peace Movement aims 
to become — with a conception of the inner 
mechanism of war. an appreciation of the 
psychological influence;: iit work on the 
individual, and a knowledge of ths foreign 
situation and its implications. 

Rccopition by Response 

THE only criterion of ths value of a 
camtnis liist'tution i.s its contribution 
to student life. In its function on our own 
campus, and in its place as the largest 
natiional student organization in the coun- 
try, the Student Christian Movement^ is 
recognized as a vital pari of Canadian 
student life. Wlih branchts in sorie twenty 
universities and colleKes. from Dalhousie 
across to the L'niversity of Jiritish Colum- 
bia, it provides a connecting link necessary 
in a country such as ours. 

Perhaps nowhere in Canada does the 
S.C.M. make so uroinineiit a contribution 
as at McGill. With StrathSona Hall a.^ a 
centre of student activity, and with the 
varied programme of the Movement that 
radiates from il. Il can well claim the 
supoort of studeiii.< and faculty uliki'. The 
faci'ities of the Movemcni, liavt: in the 
pa^it been freely available lor all types of 
•student need, from freshman I'eeeptioii to 
study group leadership. 

The S.C.M. Drogriimni.' iul' ''urrent 
year 8ho\v.>: as fine a slate of .'■peiriai visit- 1 
^ ors, study groups, special projects and 
other opportunities of the calibre that is 
appropriate to a modern university. The 
recognition of the value of its activities 
by university authorities throughout the 
country should bo sufficient justification 
for its support, in a practical way, by the 
student body. Tha Movement's annual 
financial campaign, now underway, merits 
a response in full proportion to the value 
I of its programme.

.liinuaiy diiy In IH'-I a croup of not-too-earncnl stu- 
denl.H, >vliii had long buun Joulou.tly wutdilng the ru- 
splundunt dnunutlc suclullcs of Amurlcuii colleges, 
got togotlior and doclUod that McGIII must havo u 
dranmliu society too. Thq problom was how? Those 
beglnuera hnd no authority to demand large sums of 
money from tlio Students Council, thoy liad no entree 
to any one of Montreal's few stages, nnd tho num- 
ber of thoao Interested was dlscuuruglngly small.
